An analysis of current election 
possibilities would sceni to indicate 
that in regard to the complexion of 
our next govcrnmcnl anyone's guess 
Is as good as the next fellow's. As 
far as indications now available 
thow, it's still anybddy's (ight. 
', There will certainly be a decrease 
in the present Liberal majority — 
and estimates run anywhere from 
thirty to one hundi'cd scats less. 
Probably the Liberals will end up 
With the largest block of scats in 
the House of Commons, although 
ivcn that is not definite. 
' The Liberals are In a difficult 
situation, even forgetting Ihc really 
"controversial" issues, chiefly man- 
power: they arc the government 
which has prosecuted this war, and 
they arc reaping the resentment 
which has always been built up 
against any war government. To 
itale, as one may quite honestly do, 
th.nt the present government has 
proceeded as well as its opponents 
might have under similar condi- 
tions, is to sidestep the issue. Either 
now, or after the war, the gov- 
crncment which ran war Is gov- 
ing to be replaced, chiefly because 
the voters will want a change. 

The other parties of importance, 
Progressive-Conservative and Co- 
operative Commonwealth Federa- 
tion, lack the 'colourful appeal 
M'hich would make the victory of 
the one or the other assured. The 
former Is also up against the taunt 
"reactionary'* and the latter labours 
under the epithet "socialistie." 
Those who arc supporting these 
two minority groups, however, arc 
extremely active, and are idealistic, 
definitely out for reform. Their 
strength and their appeal should 
not be underestimated. 

Although it is anybody's show, 
one may, with great risks, and sub- 
ject to many possible crrorsrdivide 
the next parliament as follows: 

Liberal 80-110 

Prog.-Cons 80-100 

Co-perative Common* 

wealth Federation 25-40 

, The balance will be distributed 
tamong "one-province" parties and 
small groups. 

Not the least Interesting of these 
small groups will be that from 
Quebec, which, report has It, may 
be a thoroughly reactionary, divi- 
sive movement, led by ex-Mayor 
lioudc of Montreal. Reports have 
it that he Is carefully laying the 
network, around the old Bloc Popu- 
laire and elsewhere, for a "French 
Canada for French Canadians" 
party which will out-bloc the Bloc 
Populaire. 

■ We're still far enough away from 
victory in Europe that anything 
may happen to alter the above pre- 
dictions before the election is call- 
ed. It's still anyone's guess.

Newman Club 
Hears Talk 
By Ballantyne 

Speaker Stresses 
Relative Value 
Of National Unity 

"If wc ccnsc to will Canada, 
Canatl.il will! ccnsci to| exist," 
said Murray Ballantyne when 
addressing the Newman Club 
at their meeting Sunday morn- 
ing. 

The main point wiiich Mr. 
Ballantyne put forth in his talk 
was tliat Canada would remain 
a relatively unimportant coim- 
try in world affairs as long as its 
^nity was not attained. It is "an 
experiment that has not yet suc- 
ceeded." 

From both a geographical nnd 
historical point of view, any move- 
ment of unity followed à single 
trend, which may be called the 
"North to South" movement. And 
it is with great difficulty that any 
"East to West" enterprise can come 
against and overtake natural ten- 
dencies, he stated. 

No Unity Amongst People 

As far as history is concerned, 
he continued, the first move to- 
wards unity wa.s Confederation in 
1867. The second was a more prac 
tical one, that of the completion of 
a railroad from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. Now, in our century, be- 
cause of the war, numerous air- 
ports have been built; this, Mr 
Ballantyne pointed out, is one more 
link between the different parts of 
Canada. But it is not enough. As 
these links are not between the 
people as they should be, they are 
mostly in the trade, the commerce, 
in other words, in the business 
world.: We have not unity amongst 
the people, he said. 

This wc must achieve and the 
first step to lake is to learn to un- 
derstand each other, as after under- 
standing comes appreciation and 
collaboration. 

Mr. Ballantyne in concluding, 
said: 

Let us look upon this divergence 
of culture, tongue nnd people as a 
casualty, because, on the contrary 
it should be and is of great value, 
and we should rejoice and be proud 
of this wealth which few other 
nations can boast of possessing." 

After the talk, Robert Campbell, 
president of the club and chairman 
at the meeting announced that the 
Annual Christmas Dance 'would be 
put on by the freshmen.

Àrclûtects Hear 
Prof.NichoUs 



Productive Capacity 
Of Plywoods, Plastics 
Are Topic Subjects 

. "Plastics and Plywoodi as Mater- 
ials of Construction" was tho sub 
jcct of a talk by Dr. R. V. V. 
Nichols of the Chemistry Depart- 
ment to the Architectural Under 
graduate Society last Friday even 
ing. 

Dr. Nicholls decried the current 
notion that in a fabulous post-war 
world, magical synthetic substances 
would replace the familiar struct- 
ural steel, glass, ceramics and woods. 
Productive capacity was far from 
being able to fill the need for 
structural materials; the cost was 
often high; and while offering some 
advantages, plastics showed notable 
defects, he stated. 

Molded plastics, although rust- 
proof, are inflammable, and their 
tensile strength Is poor, so that 
they are unlikely to replace steel 
in roof-trusses, ho continued. 

Transparent plastics transmit 
ultra-violet rays where glass does 
not. have low thermal conductivlly 
and may be formed Into varied 
shapes, but their great expandibll 
Ity makes It impossible for them to 
be ^fitted Into rigid frames, he 
pointed out. 

The chief advantages of plasties 
are lightness and moldabllity, but 
they lack hardness: he stated that 
the most useful purpose they are 
likely to serve in construction at 
present is for "gadgets" such as 
doorknobs and electrical insulators 

The latest plastics, known as 
Columbia resins, have the property 
of making woods harder, so that 
soft woods at present unusable 
could be made serviceable, and 
this, he considered, seems a pro- 
mising field for development.

Professor Bladon's speech will be 
entitled 'Thoughts on Mining," and 
will deal with the contribution 
which the mining Industry has 
made to modern civilization and to 
the welfare of Canada. He will dis- 
cuss the effect of the development 
of mining in stimulating Industry 
and manufactures of many kinds. 
Tho problems which mining and 
metallurgy have had to face in 
meeting modern industrial prob- 
lems will also be outlined. 

Professor Bladon Is the most re- 
cent addition to the rankis of Mc- 
Gill professors. Born and educated 
In Montreal, he graduated from Mc- 
Gill in 1926 with the dcsrcc of 
B.Sc. in Mining Engineering. Since 
then he has worked at the Rio 
Tinto copper mines in Spain. He 
has also served with the Consolidat- 
ed Mining and Smelting Company 
at Trail. B.C., the Quebec Gold 
Mining Company, and the Dome 
Mines Ltd. at South Porcupine, Ont. 

After the outbreak of the war he 
joined the R.C.A.F. as Aircraft 
Maintenance Engineer, but was 
permitted to retire to the reserve of 
officers with the rank of Flight 
Lieutenant when he was appointed 
Macdonald Professor of Mining 
Engineering at McGill on April 36, 
1044.

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Lost Opportunity 



Last Friday afternoon tiic Women's Union, 
as is their custom nb election time, held a 
meeting in order tiiat all women voters should 
have an opportunity of seeing the two candi- 
date?, of api)rnising their personalities, and of 
judging their speaking ability. 

This meeting was nttcnrlcd by not more 
than CO co-eds. Tliis at a time wlien no 
other positions complicate the elections; ^^-hcn 
no exam pressure weighs on the students; 
when frcshcttes especially would be expected 
to grasp the opportunity of familiarising them- 
selves witii campus methods and personalities. 

It may well be said that the requisites of 
democracy on this campus nrc not being met, 
when tlie Presidency of tlic 'Women's Union 
is not considered important enougli to be worth; 
meeting the two candidates. How can wc çqi)- 
timie to urge the principle of voting formic 
better man, or woman in this case, regftrH' 
less of everything but her ability to hnndid 
the position in the best possible manner? How 
can the standards of any position of execu- 
tive status on this campus be maintainejf.at 
a high level if tiic voters refuse to takePthc 
elementary caution of ni.nking a coni])!ctc .sur- 
vey of those who have come forth to fill that 
position? 

The Daily has already printed the pic- 
tures and platforms of the candidates. These 
will be run again on the morning of tho elec- 
tion. In that way, a compensation is sought 
for those who were unable to attend the meet- 
ing of last Friday. But tho printed word and 
a lifeless picture will never measure uji as a 
voter's guide to the person-to-pcrson judgment 
which a voter in such a limited sphere as a 
campus election can and should make before 
casting her ballot. 

It is too late to make up for the lost 
opportunity of tills election meeting. Wc hope 
that at least the voting, if not based on a full 
appreciation of the candidates, wih be done 
now only after a careful survey of the candi- 
dates' platforms and records, and not by a 
blind and casual "X".

Poetry's Influence 
On Politics

Poetry, like nil other forms of art, should, be- 
sides serving as an elevatmg form of entertain- 
ment, perform a social function. One of the re- 
quirements of true art is that it serves to unite 
individuals, nations and races. The best example 
of art as a social expression is music. Watch an 
audience at a symphonic concert. They belong to 
dl/forcnt classes of society, to diverse religious be- 
liefs, and to every sort of traditional upbringing. 
Yet, what harmony reigns among them when they 
listen to the rhapsodic strains of a Brahms' Con- 
certo or the ficety delicacy of a Mendelssohn Sym- 
phony. Forgotten arc, for the time being at least, 
the artificial hatreds which sway these people In 
the ordinary business of life; gone arc racial pride 
and class prejudice. They all sway to the power 
of art; everybody is united, to do homogo to genius. 

Poetry, like music, is a unifier of mankind. It 
Is one of the expressions of man's innate hope to 
raise the standard of living and of thinking. The 
Bard of Avon expresses this yearning of ours in 
his inimitable way, saying, "Wc are such stuff 
as dreams ° are made of, and our little life is 
rounded with a sleep." Yet, poetry is not only the 
expression of our dreams and hopes, but an occa- 
sion when humanity rebels against enslavement 
and tyranny of man. It is also the expression of 
rebellion and of political revolution! 

\Vhat are tho Psalms but tho cry ot the pôor 
against the rich. What arc the poetic words of 
the Jewish prophets but propaganda for a new 
and juster world order than the one that existed 
at their time. They lifted their faces to heaven 
and poured forth their heart to the Almighty say- 
ing, "Oh Lord forget not thè poor for they are 
hotly pursued. They (the wicked) have their 
eyes set against the helpless. Save tho meek, oh 
Lord, that man who Is of the earth may be ter- 
rible no more." 

Whore did the "Champions of the Reformation" 
get their inspiration? From tho Psalms and from 
the Jewish Prophets, of course. Oliver Cromwell 
would always carry a "Bible" with him, teaching 
and rc-tcaching the Psalms to his troops. John 
Knox, who really established a new political era 
was greatly influenced by tho Hebrew prophets 
who taught of the protection of the meek. Yet, 
not only did the "Bible verse" influence politics, 
During the French Revolution also, tho poets con- 
tributed greatly, with their winged words of free- 
dom, to cruih the tyranny of Feudalism and to 
establish tho new order. "La Marseillaise", that 
poem ot "fire and sword", rang out thrôughout 
Europe summoning the nations to revolt. 

To sum up. Poetry is one ot man's artistic

Is Russia 
With Us? 

On Sunday night, tho Moscow ra- 
dio officially announced that Rus- 
sia will not take part in the inter- 
national, conference on civil avia- 
tion to be held shortly at Chicago, 
her reason being the participa- 
tion In the conference of "coun- 
tries like Switzerland, Portu- 
gal and Spain, which for many 
years have conducted a pro-Fascist 
policy hostile to tho Soviet Union.'" 

It Is quite evident that thee oun- 
tries mentioned will have no final 
say at the conference and will be 
of small importance throughout, 
and yet Russia withdrew, supposed- 
ly for tho reason stated. It is as 
good an excuse ns any. Russia does 
not wish to disclose her opinion 
about any vital matter now, and 
she is allowing her Allies to de- 
cide matters, so that sho won't have 
to be bound to any promises or 
statements In tho future. This is a 
very wise policy, but will not lead 
to unity. 

No final decision can be reached 
at this conference unless Russia is 
rcprescnt«d, for she will hold a pro- 
minent post in the civil aviation 
after the war, due to her strategic 
position in the Northern air routes. 

Russia is playing the role ot the 
mother coaxing her child to come 
to her, using tho following: "Bye- 
bye dear, mother is leaving you," 
and the child comes running. A 
somewhat similar attitude is shown 
by Stalin's behaviour. He is too 
busy to meet the Allied leaders. 
Well, they have to go and visit him. 

If Russia retains her policy, 
which Is very sound as far as she 
is concerned, but which is harmful 
to international relations, tho new- 
League of Nations might also turn 
out to bo ft farce.

Robert R. Reynolds, of 
North Carolina, a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, says it Is a period of such ten- 
sion that It is likely to 'break into 
the open soon', with the American 
people suffering, 'one of the worst 
dlsllluslonments they have ever ex- 
perienced.' 

"Mr. Churchill, observes Sen. 
Reynolds, 'has gone to Moscow so 
heartsick over the Communist 
threat to England's position that he 
doesn't know what to do,' 

"Even President Roosevelt, says 
the Senator, 'has the Russian bear 
by the tall and doesn't quite know 
how to let go.' 

"Events in Europe not only raise

such speculation, but tend to con- 
firm it. 

"It is not only the situation in 
Poland that makes for the tension 
In European politics. 

"The absorption of Poland by 
Russia, In the Interests of having 
security on her western border, is 
something in which Mr. Churchill 
Bt least professes to see some Jus- 
tification. 

"But it Is perfectly clear to Mr. 
Churchill that the Russian policy 
of absorption is not going to end 
there. 

"Yugoslavia, as Sen. Reynolds 
points out, has come completely 
under Russian domination. 

"So has Bulgaria, from which 
American and British military mis- 
sions have actually been 'expelled. 

"There is no doubt whatever that 
the ulllmato goal of Communisl 
encroachments is at least the Darda- 
nelles, with domination of all in- 
tervening countries as a matter of 
course. 

"These things being true. It is 
easy to understand why Mr. Church- 
ill Is heartsick. 

"They represent the greatest im- 
perialistic grab in modern history. 

"Tbcy constitute nullification of 
all efforts mado In the past or now 
contemplated to establish world 
pence upon a foundation ot Inter- 
national co-operation and under- 
standing. 

"They are in violation of the 
Atlantic Charter. 

"Thêy make a tragic farce of the 
conversations at Dumbarton Oaks. 

"They do all these things because 
they prove that Russia is making 
the attainment of all her ambitions 
the condition of her participation 
In any world organization there- 
after. 

"Of course, the British Empire 
Is menaced by these events, and the 
British people are disillusioned. 

"Russia Is not in the war to lib- 
erate the small nations Germany 
conquered, but to possess them. 

"Russia is not in the war to de- 
stroy Imperialism but to expand It. 

"Of course, Russia wants to de- 
stroy German imperialism. 

"And finally intends to restrict 
British I hni^ialism. and American 
world' Influehee, to the fullest ex- 
tent possible. 

"But it is l>er design that Russian 
imperirlism should remain, and ex- 
pand.

outset by way- of comment how 
greatly I rejoiced to see the stu- 
dents' paper taking in hand a sur- 
vey of tho field of education. Per- 
haps we may find some things here 
or there that may be made better. 
It was a very wise teacher who said 
long ago "An unexamined life is 
not worth living." Beginning with 
the schools I think a fault is that 
some of them have yielded to a de- 
mand for a vague and futile 
sciolism neglecting the fundamen- 
tal disciplines which help to fit a 
boy or girl for any career they may 
choose in the days to come. The 
tendency too often is, to prepare 
them for making a living (which 
of course we all have to do) but 
not' to lay emphasis enough on the 
greater air of making a worthy life, 
as the President urged us to do in 
his opening address this year. 

This tendency is carried on Into 
the cwllsgo days and the result Is 
a narrowness of outlook greatly to 
be deplored. It seems a pity that 
some one since my time invented 
the phrase 'extra-curricular activi- 
ties' which implies a comparison or 
even a contrast of aims and pur- 
suits—a contrast which should not 
exist. 

In the matter of games I would 
urge the students to adhere to the 

old and well-established games 
which have been played on the 
campus and on foreign fields from 
time .Immemorial, and to avoid 
bringing in fantastic substitutes for 
these old and proven forms of 
strenuous exercise, and In general 
to spend less limé in watching 
others play rather than to get out 
upon the field and play easy or 
strenuous games themselves. The 
weird customs of the modern 
bleachers never seemed to me to 
add much value to our recreations, 
and this all comes under education 
—ask Plato If it doesn't. 

Well, it is fifty years since I 
wrote about education in the 
Gazette. Since that time I have 
fought Iho Phlllstlnes,^ln_ Nova 
Scotia as well as^in1nfance,^jK) you 



must bear with mc if I add a word 
or two, a little impatiently, on the 
more obtrusive of our now man- 
ners. Meditating upon the changed 
aspects of college life I find my- 
self sometimes forming a mental 
picture of a thoughtful and earnest 
student escaping from the noise of 
the radio and Its distortions of the 
movie-shows and seeking a quiet 
place whence ho may look out 
upon the world and, in Arnold's 
phrase, try to sec life steadily and 
see it whole.
